STATE OF NEW.HAMPSHIRE. 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Cornish, in the County of Sul- 


Livan, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town-house in said Cor- 
nish, on Tuesday, the Eleventh day of March next, at Nine of the 
clock in the Forenoon, to act on the following subjects, viz : 


1st. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. Pare 

2d. To choose a Town Clerk. 
3d. To choose a Representative to represent this town in the Gen- 
eral Court of said State. 

4th. To bring in your votes for Governor, Councillor, Senator, 
County Treasurer, Register of Deeds, and three Road Commission- 
ers, 

5th. To choose a Representative to represent the Fourth Congres- 
sional District of this State in the Congress of the United States. 

6th. To choose Selectmen and all other necessary Town Officers. 
7th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 

town charges for the ensuing year. 

8th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to make 
and repair highways the ensuing year. | 

9th. To take the sense of the qualified voters, whether the altera- 
tion and amendments of the Constitution proposed by the Constitu- 
tional Convention, shall be approved. 

10th. To see if the town will form a new School District, No. 17, 
beginning on the westerly bank of Connecticut River, opposite the 
south-west corner of Col. Libbeus Chase’s land; thence easterly 
across said river, and by the south line of said Chase’s land, and the 
Jonathan Chase farm to the west line of lot No. 5, in the second 
range and first division of hundred acre lots, in said Cornish ; thence 
by the west line of said lot No. 5, to the south-west corner thereof ; 
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thence by the south line of said lot No. 5, easterly to the south-east 
corner of said lot ; thence by said lot No. 5, and lots Nos. 4 and 3 
in said range, to the south-west corner of Gilman Bartlett’s land on 
lot No. 9 in the third range in said first,division of lots ; thence by 
the south line of said Bartlett’s land on said lot No. 9, easterly to 
the south-east corner thereof ; thence by said Bartlett’s land and Pel- 
etiah F’. Bartlett’s land, northerly to the south line of Norman A. 
Deming’s land ; thence by said Deming’s land, westerly to the south- 
west corner thereof; thence northerly by the west line of said 
Deming’s land to Israel Hall’s land ; thence by said Hall’s land east- 
erly, northerly and westerly to the south-west corner of Lyman Bart- 
lett’s land ; thence by the easterly line of said Hall’s land, northerly 
to the north-east corner thereof; thence by the north line of said 
Hall’s land westerly to the bank of said river; thence across said 
river, to the westerly bank thereof; thence down said river by said 
westerly bank, to the place of beginning. 


11th. To see if the town will discontinue so much of the road laid 
out last year from Richard Coburn’s gate to the corner near Joseph 
Sargent’s house, and lay out a substitute near said Coburn’s house. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to compensate the widow Abi- 
gal Hilliard for taking care of her husband, Luther Hilliard, at the 
Alms-house, and for some property that was worn out at the Alms- 
house. 

13th. To see if the town will disannex Constant W. Smith from 
School District No. 9, and annex him to School District No. 11. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to tax the Town Farm so far. as 
regards Schools and Highways. 


15th. To take the sense of the qualified voters on this question: 
Is it expedient to. remove the terms of the Superior Courts and the 
Courts of Common Pleas, from Newport to Claremont in said Coun- 
ty, provided Claremont shall pr ro suitable and convenient build- 
ings.

Which deducted from the amount expended, leaves a bal-
